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2. NORWAY CONCERNED OVER FRENCH NATO DRAFT 

EMBASSY OSLO REPORTS THE NORWEGIANS ARE UNHAPPY WITH THE 
FRENCH NATO DRAFT DECLARATION, BUT WILL AGREE RELUCTANT- 
LY TO USE IT, WITH CERTAIN REVISIONS. FOREIGN MINISTRY 
OFFICIALS HAVE INDICATED THAT THEY WOULD HAVE PREFERRED 
TO WORK FROM THE CANADIAN DRAFT. THEY SEE THE FRENCH 


DRAFT AS HAVING A DECIDED "COLD WAR" FLAVOR IN THAT IT 
DEALS MOSTLY WITH DEFENSE AND ONLY INDIRECTLY WITH
